a New Low

WASHINGTON, (UP; —The gov- 


ernment reported today that news- 
print supplies for American news- 
papers have reached a "danger- 
ously 
low point." 


In a special report to a House 


Newsprint subcommittee, the Com- 
merce Department urged increas- 
ed experimentation and "perhaps" 
government help in finding 
new 


ways to boost ncwspring produc- 
tion. 


The department also recommend- 


ed increasing statistical studies to 
determine future needs for news- 
print well 
}n advance, and thus 


permit time to expand production. 


The forest products division of 


the Commerce Department made 
the investigation on 
which 
the 


department based its report. U. S. 
embassies in 25 countries 
were 


cabled for information on foreign 
newsprint needs and production. 


"This analysis shows a substan- 


tial world deficit in newsprints" the 
Commerce Department said, "and 
an apparent substantial deficit foi 
United Stales publishers for some 
years 
to come. 
At this point 


there is little knowledge as to how 
they anticipated deficit 
after 1958 


will be overcome." 


The department 
said that .in 


1955 world production o£ newsprint 
totalled 
12,500,000 tons— a $45,000 


ton deficit on world 
needs.

U.S. share of the deficit was 100,- 
000 tons.

ligious and. moral viewpoint.

Pope calls for intensive instruc- 
tion of the expectant mother 
in 


the processes of childbirth. 
Re- 


peated appeals are made to her 
emotions not to permit feelins of 
fear, and during labor specially 
trained personnel assist arid re- 
mind her of what she lias learned,

ready is used extensively In Rus- 
sia and China and is finding favor 
in Western countries,' particularly 
in the United States and Francci 


He explained 
that 
the "new 


method opposes itself" to the fact 
accepted by men that women must 
give birth in pain. Advocates of 
the nc\v method; liei continued, as- 
sert that normal functions of the 
human 
organism 
when accom- 


plished properly are not accom- 
panied by any. painful sensation, 
and normal childbirth,
